REPORT  OF  FIRE  CHIEF 


This  year  saw  the  erection  of  an  addition  to  our  fire 
house.  This  addition  contains  a  sohd  floor  and  will  house 
our  two  heaviest  tank  trucks.  These  tank  trucks  are  very 
efficient  as  they  provide  immediate  water  upon  their  arrival 
at  a  fire.  At  a  later  date  a  five  hundred  gallon  pumper  would 
he  a  henefit  to  the  town  in  that  it  would  reduce  the  insurance 
rates  on  famil)'  dwellings  approximately  twentj^-eight  per 
cent. 

This  past  year  we  sold  our  Model  T  truck  to  Gaslight 
Village  at  Lake  George,  New  York.  It  has  heen  reconditioned 
and  is  on  display  there. 

The  Fire  Association  held  its  annual  carnival  and  again 
it  was  a  successful  one.  All  the  hard  work  done  in  connec- 
tion with  the  carnival  and  fire  house  is  greatly  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Prevention  is  Everybody's  Business 

The  year  1959  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  fire  stand- 
point. New  Hampshire  had  the  hest  record  in  the  nation. 
Fewer  acres  were  burned,  suppression  costs  were  substan- 
tially reduced  and  damage  to  woodlands  held  to  a  minimum. 
The  record  resulted  from  a  combination  of  favorable 
weather  conditions,  an  alert  warden  service  and  a  cooperat- 
ing public. 

Yet,  despite  all  this,  there  still  persists  a  disturbing  note 

58%,  or  6  out  of  every  10  fires  in  1959  were  caused  by 
careless  smokers  and  debris  burners. 

10%,  or  1  out  of  every  9  fires  was  caused  by  children. 

Careless,  indifferent,  thoughtless  and  independent 
minded  individuals  and  failure  of  parents  to  properly  super- 
vise children  and  keep  matches  out  of  their  reach,  annually 
cause  these  unnecessary  fires  which  cost  large  sums  to  ex- 
tinguish and  cause  extensive  damage.  The  elimination  of 
these  three  causes  of  fires  would  radically  change  this  pic- 
ture. The  rules  are  simple  — - 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local 
forest  fire  warden  —  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving 
it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigarettes 
from  moving  vehicles  —  use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home  —  Use  your  town  dump  and 
save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal 
and  financial.

All  complaints  received  have  been  investigated  and  with 
two  exceptions  violations  of  health  laws  have  been  remedied. 

With  the  large  3'early  increase  in  volume  of  waste  ma- 
terial to  be  disposed  of  at  the  town  dump,  everyone's  co- 
operation is  needed  to  hold  down  maintenance  cost  and 
keep  it  an  orderly  place.  All  cases  of  illegal  dumping  or  any 
dumping  by  those  neither  residents  nor  property  owners 
should  be  reported  to  me  immediately.

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Fremont: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  on  the  status  and  needs  of  our 

schools: 

The  schools  are  providing  an  adequate  education  for 
the  pupils  at  the  present  time.  This  I  believe  is  due  in  large 
part  to  the  staff.  However,  they  have  not  received  the  help 
they  should  have,  nor  do  they  have  all  the  aids  and  guides 
they  need  to  better  provide  for  the  various  learning  experi- 
ences that  should  be  presented  in  the  classroom.  This  is  not 
the  responsibility  of  any  one  in  particular  but  the  fact  is 
evident  and  therefore  w^e  should  analyze  it  carefully. 

To  begin  with,  just  what  type  of  education  do  you  want 
for  your  children?  Are  you  satisfied  when  they  will  be 
able  to  read  the  newspapers  or  magazines,  to  keep  an  ac- 
count of  money  earned  and  spent,  to  be  able  to  write  a  letter; 
or  do  you  desire  that  they  might  be  given  the  type  of  educa- 
tion to  be  able  to  go  to  college  or  other  school  of  specializa- 
tion. Do  you  wish  them  mass  educated,  or  do  you  hope  for 
some  specialized  and  individualized  type  of  education.  Do 
you  want  them  trained  to  cope  with  a  home  and  job  or 
educated  to  work,  think  and  act  as  an  alert  free  citizen? 
Answers  to  these  questions  are  important  because  they  pro- 
vide the  School  Board  and  Superintendent,  as  well  as  the 
staff  wdth  a  framework  within  which  to  work.  Where  do 
our  schools  fit  in  relation  to  the  previous  questions?  Present- 
ly I  would  say  somewhere  in  between.  There  are  things  be- 
ing taught  in  the  classroom  that  could  just  as  well  be  learned 
at  home.  This  means  homework  and  time  spent  at  home 
with  your  children  learning  what  material  was  presenled  at 
school,  as  well  as  giving  llie  child  information  in  conjunc- 
tion witli  it.  You  the  parent  are  a  tcaclier  as  well  as  the  per- 
son at  school.   There  are  tilings  (ha I  should  ho  presenled  in 
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llie  classroom  llial  are  iiol  i)rc'senUy  provided.  IMiis  is  due 
lo  many  factors,  sucli  as  classrooms  too  large  to  provide  in- 
dividual attention,  teachers  not  having  a  specified  area  in 
which  to  work  and  many  more. 

By  now  you  have  an  idea  of  what  my  philosophy  is. 
To  slate  it  a  little  more  clearly,  I  would  like  to  see  each  child 
prepared  to  cope  with  the  complexities  of  twenty  years 
hence;  and  to  be  able  to  sift  the  good  from  the  bad,  be  pre- 
pared to  make  decisions  based  on  past  knowledge  and  skills 
and  provide  a  worthwhile  home,  as  well  as  provide  civic 
responsibilities  as  called  upon.  It  isn't  necessary  to  review 
the  terrific  progress  of  the  last  twenty  years  to  create  a  con- 
cept of  what  the  next  twenty  years  will  be  like.  This  is  being 
done  for  you  everj^  day.  Children  should  have  a  more 
specialized  and  individualized  education  to  withstand,  un- 
derstand and  help  formulate  the  future. 

What  are  some  of  our  needs?  Those  that  should  be  pro- 
vided as  soon  as  possible  are: 

1.  Reduction  of  class  size  to  25  or  a  maximum  of  30. 

2.  The  development  of  a  program  of  minimum  es- 
sentials— This  would  provide  criteria  for  promotion 
or  non-promotion  and  assist  in  the  establishment  of 
a  certain  block  of  work  for  the  year. 

3.  The  development  of  a  program  of  studies  in  each 
subject  area  and  in  each  grade  —  This  will  help  to 
unify  what  is  taught  from  grade  to  grade  as  well  as 
act  as  a  guide  for  the  teachers. 

4.  The  development  of  a  basic  series  in  reading,  arith- 
^^^  "nietic,  science,  social  studies,  English,  spelling,  etc. — 

This  will  ehminate  gaps  in  learning  and  provide  bet- 
ter basic  material  for  the  pupils. 

5.  A  study  and  re-valuation  of  our  reporting  procedure. 
Does  this  present  method  tell  you,  the  parent,  what 
3'ou  really  should  know?  I  personally  do  not  feel  that 
it  does. 
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6.  The  development  of  an  adequate  permanent  record 
sj^stem. 

7.  Adequate  supervision  of  staff  and  schools  —  It's 
humanly  impossible  to  cover  this  area  adequately. 
An  addition  to  the  staff  is  necessary  to  carry  on  ade- 
quate and  thorough  assistance  for  the  staff.  I  have 
averaged  2,000  miles  a  month  betw^een  8:00  A.M. 
and  Midnight,  attempting  to  make  the  rounds. 

I  have  found  it  necessary  to  recommend  a  helping 
teacher.  This  person  could  carry  on  some  of  the  office  func- 
tions I  am  presentl}^  doing,  thus  permitting  me  to  be  in  the 
schools  more  frequently,  and  as  the  New  Hampshire 
R.S.A.  186:11  states  "To  give  helpful  advice,  counsel,  and 
assistance  to  teachers,  pupils  and  parents  ...  as  a  construc- 
tive ineans  of  improving  the  educational  growth  and  de- 
velopment of  children,  solving  pupil  problems  of  retarda- 
tion and  maladjustment,  adopting  the  program  of  studies 
to  meet  the  needs  .  .  ,  bring  resources  outside  of  the  school 
to  classroom  teachers,  pupils,  parents  and  community. 

The  following  should  be  studied  and  considered: 

1.  A  class  for  the  mentall}'  retarded 

2.  A  better  guidance  program 

3.  Classes  for  the  academicallj^  superior 

4.  A  program  for  inservice  training  for  teachers 

To  conclude,  I  will  exert  ever}!-  effort  to  see  that  the 
best  is  provided  for  your  children  within  the  framework 
you  create.  It  will  be  a  pleasure  to  continue  working  for  you 
as  I  have  confidence  that  you  want  your  child  to  be  ah^'^,  to 
compete  with  any  other  child,  regardless  of  the  place  or 
community  in  this  shrinking  world  of  ours.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  Nurse's  role  in  school  health  in  recent  years  has 
undergone  drastic  changes.  She  no  longer  is  the  only  one  to 
check  fingernails,  teeth,  etc.  This  is  more  the  province  of 
the  teacher  who  is  with  the  child  daily.  Minor  cuts  and 
bruises  are  also  taken  care  of  by  the  teacher. 

Fremont  is  most  fortunate  in  having  teachers  interested 
in  health  education  and  this  interest  is  carried  out  to  a  great 
extent  in  the  classrooms. 

What  does  the  School  Nurse  do?  Occasionally  I  am 
asked  this  question.  It  is  a  hard  one  to  answer  as  each  day 
brings  new  and  unusual  requests.  It  is  a  specialized  service 
with  many  diversified  channels.  A  recent  study  at  B.  U.  on 
the  graduate  level  reveals  that  school  nurses  do  131  jobs. 

This  past  year  all  children  received  routine  checkups  on 
height  and  weight,  hearing  and  vision.  In  addition,  patch 
testing  and  urinalysis  were  done  on  each  child  whose  parents 
were  interested. 

The  child  with  special  problems  receives  the  most  at- 
tention, in  order  to  bring  him  or  her  up  to  maximum  in 
health,  so  that  the  highest  scholastic  ability  for  that  child 
may  be  attained. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  people  and  groups  who  have 
helped  make  my  job  easier  by  offering  their  services  anti 
financial  help.
